United States Statutory Invention Registration H417, 
Miles, relates to a headset that uses destructive interference 
to cancel out ambient noise thereby providing a clearer 
reception and transmission of a communication. 

United States Patent 4,132,816, Frieder, Jr. et al . , 
relates to a headset including an earphone having a double 
voice coil and an ambient sound microphone arranged to receive 
ambient sound. One voice coil is used to receive a voice 
signal and the other voice coil is used to receive ambient 
sound so both can be heard together while preventing 
undesirable signal interaction. 

European Patent Application EP 0495653, Al, relates to 
audio equipment including a set of earphones that monitors 
ambient sound to alert the user when a sound has occurred 
and/or. disrupt the normal operation of the earphones so that 
the user can listen to headphones and still be alerted to 
sounds such as a ringing telephone, etc. 

European Patent Application EP 0290415, Al, relates to 
headphones that are able to produce sound from a sound source 
and monitor ambient sound so that a signal can be generated in 
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the headphones when certain characteristics are found to be 
present in the ambient sound. 
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
